Director  of  Accounts: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Berkley  for  the  period 
from  July  1,  1963,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  March 
24,  1965,  preparatory  to  a recommitment  of  taxes  and  excise  to 
the  newly  elected  tax  collector,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and 
verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the  treasurer  and  the 
accounting  officer. 

The  books  and  accounts  kept  by  the  accounting  officer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  checked 
with  the  departments  making  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  with 
the  treasurer’s  books,  while  the  payments  were  checked  with  the 
treasury  warrants  signed  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  treasurer’s 
cash  book.  The  appropriations  and  transfers  were  checked  with 
the  town  clerk’s  records  of  town  meetings  and  with  the  authoriza- 
tions of  the  finance  committee  for  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  necessary  adjusting 
entries  resulting  from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  town  on  March  24,  1965. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  rec- 
ords in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and 
with  other  sources  from  which  the  town  received  money,  while 
the  payments  were  compared  with  the  warrants  of  the  selectmen 
authorizing  the  disbursement  of  towTn  funds.  The  cash  balance 
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on  March  24,  1965  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the 
office  and  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a statement 
received  from  the  depository. 

The  records  of  employees’  payroll  deductions  on  account  of 
Federal  and  State  taxes,  the  retirement  systems,  Blue  Cross  and 
Blue  Shield,  and  group  insurance  were  examined  and  checked,  the 
payments  to  the  proper  agencies  being  verified. 

The  recorded  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with 
the  cancelled  securities  on  file.  The  bond  and  coupon  account 
was  reconciled,  the  outstanding  coupons  being  listed  and  compared 
with  a statement  received  from  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  transfers  to  the  tax  title  account  were  checked 
with  the  collector’s  records,  the  disclaimers  were  verified,  the  re- 
demptions were  checked  with  the  treasurer’s  receipts,  and  the 
tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  on  hand  were  listed,  reconciled  with 
the  controlling  ledger  accounts,  and  compared  with  the  records 
at  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investments  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was 
proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  checked  with  the  receipts 
as  recorded  on  the  treasurer’s  cash  book. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  accounts  outstanding  according  to  the 
previous  examination,  as  well  as  all  subsequent  commitment  lis,s, 
were  audited  and  checked  with  the  warrants  issued  for  their 
collection.  The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  were  compared  with 
the  assessors’  records  of  abatements  granted,  the  transfers  to  the 
tax  title  account  were  checked  with  the  records  of  tax  titles  held 
by  the  town,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  recon- 
ciled with  the  controlling  accounts  in  the  accounting  officer’s  led- 
ger. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax  and  excise  accounts  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town.  A claim  of 
payment  not  recorded  in  the  amount  of  $239.96  was  investigated 
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and,  after  acknowledgment  by  the  tax  collector,  credit  was  issued 
to  the  taxpayer’s  account.  From  other  replies  received  it  would 
appear  that  the  accounts,  as  now  listed,  are  correct. 

The  total  amounts  outstanding  on  each  of  the  tax  and  motor 
vehicle  and  trailer  excise  levies  were  given  to  the  assessors  for 
their  use  in  preparing  the  recommitments  to  the  newly  elected 
tax  collector,  and  detailed  lists  of  all  outstanding  accounts  were 
prepared  for  the  collector’s  use. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were 
examined.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  and  with  the  accounting  officer’s  books,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  compared  with  the  account- 
ing officer’s  ledger  controls. 

The  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined  and 
checked  in  detail.  The  collections  on  account  of  dog  and  sporting 
licenses  issued  were  verified  and  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  State  and  to  the  town  treasurer. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  departmental  cash  collections  of  the  selectmen, 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  and  the  building  and  gas 
inspectors,  as  well  as  of  the  police,  fire,  school,  library,  and  ceme- 
tery departments,  were  examined  and  checked.  The  cash  books 
were  added  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer’s  recorded  receipts. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this 
report  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the  treasurer’s  cash, 
summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title,  tax  possession,  and  depart- 
mental accounts,  together  with  schedules  showing  the  condition 
and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  town  officials  during 
the  progress  of  the  audit,  I wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
for  myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

1965  was  no  exception  in  the  ever  rising  costs  of  our  Public 
Assistance  in  all  categories. 

The  state’s  failure  to  meet  its  obligaitons  to  cities  and  towns 
has  created  a financial  problem  that  must  be  met  by  the  over- 
burdened real  estate  taxpayer. 

No  major  highway  construction  was  undertaken  during  the 

year. 

The  second  phase  of  the  South  Main  Street  reconstruction 
awaits  advertising  of  bids  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Further  construction  on  Anthony  Street  and  Riverside  Drive 
were  undertaken  as  far  as  funds  permitted. 

Under  Chapter  679  of  the  Acts  of  1965,  Berkley  is  to  receive 
a sum  of  $8,052.69  for  construction  of  town  highways. 

We  recommend  that  a sum  of  $5,000.00  be  made  available 
as  the  town’s  share  for  reconstruction  of  North  Main  Street  be- 
ginning at  Berkley  Street  and  continuing  southerly  to  the  end 
of  the  1959  reconstruction,  and  also  that  a sum  of  money  be  made 
available  to  continue  the  improvement  of  Anthony  Street  and 
Riverside  Drive. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  for 
their  cooperation  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  the  Town’s  business.

(As  of  January  26,  1966) 

Board  of  Selectmen: 

Town  of  Berkley 

The  outstanding'  taxes,  as  of  December  31,  1965,  have  been 
listed.  The  total  will  be  checked  against  the  Tax  Collector’s  and 
Treasurer’s  records.  Statement  for  verification  purposes  will 
be  sent  to  tax-payers  with  accounts  showing  as  unpaid  on  the 
books. 

The  Collector  has  expended  a great  deal  of  effort  in  trying 
to  collect  old  taxes  due.  He  has  succeeded  in  Motor  Vehicle  and 
Trailer  Excise  to  a large  extent  and  intends  to  follow  his  present 
proceedure  of  sending  demands  as  required  by  law  on  current 
commitments.  Many  of  the  older  Excises  have  been  declared 
uncollectible  (due  to  death  or  present  residence  unknown)  by 
the  Deputy.  These  should  be  abated  through  the  proceedures 
allowed  by  law  to  clear  the  books. 

Lines  of  taxes  due,  as  of  December  31,  1965,  are  approxi- 
mately (1,468),  totaling  over  ($88,500.00).  These  figures  are  in 
the  process  of  being  checked  with  the  Collector  and  Treasurer, 
and  do  not  include  a December  31,  1965  commitment  of  M.V. 
mailed  in  1966,  nor  a small  Real  Estate  Tax  committed  in  late 
December. 

Tests  of  the  Treasurer’s  records  shall  be  made,  also  the 
commitments  and  abatements  of  the  Assessor’s  office. 

Recommendations : 

1.  The  Tax  Collector  be  instructed  to  clear  through  the 
process  of  law  provided,  all  past  due  accounts. 

2.  For  all  taxpayers  to  pay  taxes  as  promptly  as  possible. 

3.  Instruct  the  Treasurer  to  make  Tax  Title  foreclosures 
as  prescribed  for  his  office  by  law. 

Early  access  to  the  records  has  provided  this  office  with  an 
opportunity  to  extend  checking  into  more  areas,  and  I am  appre- 
ciative of  the  co-operation  accorded  me  from  all  office-holders.

BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

The  1965  street  listing  showed  that  527  men  and  521  women, 
ages  20  years  of  age  or  older,  were  residents  of  Berkley  on 
January  1,  a total  of  1,048. 

In  addition  to  the  annual  street  listing,  the  State  Decennial 
Census  was  taken  by  the  persons  doing  the  street  listing,  the 
population  of  Berkley  being  shown  as  1769  after  approval  by  the 
State  Census  Director.  This  is  an  increase  of  160  over  the  1960 
Federal  census. 

A listing  of  children  of  pre-school  age  was  given  to  the  school 
department. 

The  town's  voting  list  at  the  end  of  1965  contained  a total 
of  846  names. 

Because  it  became  necessary  to  turn  down  several  applica- 
tions during  the  year,  some  of  the  qualifications  necessary  to 
become  a voter  are  noted  here: 

1.  Minimum  age,  21  years  by  election  day  following  registra- 

tion date. 

2.  1 year’s  residence  in  Massachusetts,  prior  to  registration. 

3.  6 month’s  residence  in  Berkley,  prior  to  registration. 

4.  Ability  to  read  5 lines  of  the  state  constitution. 

5.  Ability  to  write  name. 

6.  Citizen  of  the  United  States;  if  by  naturalization,  or  de- 

rived through  another’s  naturalization,  the  papers  must 
be  presented  as  proof,  to  be  stamped  by  the  registrar. 

Penalties  are  provided  for  attempting  to  register  knowing  it 
to  be  illegal,  and  persons  with  knowledge  of  such  attempts  should 
notify  the  board.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE 
DEPARTMENT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Berkley 

Gentlemen : 

During  1965  the  Fire  Department  answered  87  fire  calls: 
town  dump  7,  grass  and  brush  54,  buildings  6,  automobiles,  trucks 
and  trains  12,  chimneys  3,  assistance  to  other  towns  4,  Taunton  2, 
Lakeville  2,  false  alarms  1. 

The  fire  department  personnel  also  answered  a total  of  65 
ambulance  calls:  33  to  Morton,  12  to  Fall  River  hospitals,  6 to 
other  area  hospitals  including  Providence  and  Boston,  and  13 
transfers  from  hospitals  to  residences  and  rest  homes.  Six  of 
these  calls  were  for  auto  and  other*  accidents  and  one  was  of  a 
rescue  nature. 

The  fire  extinguishers  in  the  library,  schools  and  businesses 
have  been  inspected  and  surprise  fire  drills  held  at  the  Elementary 
and  Junior  High  schools. 

The  Common  Station  has  had  the  trim  and  doors  painted  and 
repairs  made  to  the  masonry.  During  the  next  year  it  is  planned 
to  do  the  Myricks  Station  and  to  seal  the  blacktop  at  both  stations. 

At  a special  town  meeting  November  29,  1965,  $5,000  was 
voted  to  purchase  an  ambulance  to  replace  the  town’s  1950 
Packard  ambulance.  In  reply  to  a solicitation  for  bids,  the  com- 
mittee received  replies  from  four  agencies  with  bids  on  7 ambu- 
lances. Four  of  these  were  eliminated  leaving  3 to  inspect  and 
choose  from. 

Before  the  bid  was  awarded,  members  of  the  committee  made 
trips  on  different  occasions  to  Middleboro,  Boston,  and  Lynn  to 
inspect  ambulances  and  talk  with  ambulance  service  operators. 

After  careful  deliberation  the  bid  was  awarded  to  Ambulance 
and  Hearse  Distributors,  Inc.,  Medford,  Mass.,  for  a 1961  Cadillac 
Miller-Meteor  ambulance  at  the  bid  price  of  $3,750.  The  com- 
mittee feels  they  were  very  fortunate  to  obtain  a vehicle  that  is  in 
such  good  condition  and  with  many  extra  features  at  what  they 
consider  a reasonable  price. 
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A much  needed  base  radio  has  been  purchased  and  will  be 
installed  in  the  Common  Station.  The  installation  of  a remote 
control  panel  will  also  enable  the  radio  to  be  operated  from  the 
Fire  Chief’s  house.  The  addition  of  this  radio  will  greatly  im- 
prove communications  between  the  fire  station  and  mobile  units 
and  enable  the  fire  department  to  operate  more  efficiently. 

I wish  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  town  for  their  cooperation 
with  the  Fire  Department  in  an  effort  to  keep  fires  at  a minimum, 
and  also  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  fire 
department,  Police  Department,  and  to  all  others  who  have 
cooperated  and  assisted  me  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this 
office.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

BERKLEY  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

The  exterior  trim  of  the  building  was  repaired  and  painted 
and  some  of  the  brick  work  repaired.  At  this  time  we  feel  that 
the  outside  of  the  building  is  in  fairly  good  shape.  During  the 
coming  year  we  hope  to  accomplish  the  painting  of  the  interior, 
in  the  library  proper  as  well  as  the  hall  downstairs.  This  has  not 
been  attended  to  for  some  years,  and  needs  attention. 

Racks  are  being  made  available  for  the  storing  of  periodicals 
needed  for  reference. 

At  the  present  time  the  Hall  is  being  used  by  the  Brownie 
group,  the  Planning  Board,  Registrar  of  Voters,  State  Auditors 
and  the  Berkley  Women’s  Club.  Private  use  has  been  granted 
for  showers,  parties,  etc. 

For  the  first  time  we  have  used  the  interest  money  from  the 
Macomber  Fund,  to  add  to  our  reference  books.  A four  volume 
set  of  Harpers’  Encyclopedia  of  Science  has  been  purchased.  We 
know  that  it  will  prove  useful. 

In  November  a message  from  Mrs.  Clarence  Burt  of  So. 
Dartmouth,  informed  us  that  her  late  husband,  Dr.  Clarence  E. 
Burt,  had  willed  the  library  a large  walnut  bookcase,  and  as  much 
of  his  personal  library  as  we  cared  to  accept.  The  bookcase  and 
some  of  the  books  have  been  received. 
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Dr.  Burt,  a native  of  Berkley,  was  born  March  1,  1886,  and 
attended  Berkley  Schools.  He  attended  Taunton  High  School, 
where  he  was  a member  of  the  High  School  Cadets,  graduating  in 
1904.  After  attending  medical  school,  he  established  a practice 
in  New  Bedford.  Married  to  the  former  Mildred  Rounseville,  on 
February  12,  1929  at  the  Old  South  Church  in  Boston.  His  death 
occurred  on  March  18,  1965. 

We  are  sure  that  his  books  will  be  helpful  and  his  memory 
continue  in  the  town  of  his  birth.  We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  Burt 
and  his  wife  for  their  thoughtfulness. 


We  will  try  to  see  that  the  Berkley  Library  continues  its  pro- 
gram of  service  to  all  members  of  its  community.

Gentlemen : 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare, 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1965,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

There  were  approximately  forty-six  cases  aided  under  the 
Welfare  program,  which  included  sixteen  cases  under  the  Old 
Age  assistance  program,  eighteen  cases  under  the  Medical  Assis- 
tance program,  eight  cases  under  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children  program.  Disability  Assistance  was  granted  to  no  one, 
and  there  were  four  cases  under  General  Relief.  Total  eligible 
recipients  in  all  categories  sixty-four.  Welfare  costs  remained 
about  the  same,  with  few  changes  necessitating  increases.

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WATER  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

Pursuant  to  Article  28  of  the  1965  Annual  Town  Meeting, 
wherein  the  Moderator  appointed  a committee  of  three  to  make 
a study  to  protect  the  town’s  water  resources  for  its  own  use,  this 
committee  was  duly  appointed  and  organized  in  May  of  1965. 

Throughout  the  year  this  committee  has  concentrated  on 
gathering  information  on  local  water  needs,  resources,  and  rights. 
Information  was  gleaned  from  area  residents,  assessors,  maps; 
county,  state  and  federal  officials,  as  well  as,  state  engineers. 
Further  studies  were  conducted  concerning  the  surrounding  towns 
and  cities:  needs,  resources,  and  projected  needs,  as  well  as,  their 
past  problems  and  solutions  thereof. 

The  Berkley  Water  Study  Committee  was  instrumental  in  the 
formation  of  the  Southeastern  Massachusetts  Water  Study  Group. 
The  committee  at  present  is  working  with  the  regional  group 
studying  the  possible  damming  of  the  Taunton  River  or  realloca- 
tion of  the  Lakeville  Pond  System  including  Fall  Brook  resources 
as  a possible  alternative  to  the  development  of  a local  town  water 
system. 

Wherein  the  Town  of  Berkley  does  have  a Planning  Board 
which  is  established  under  Section  81 A Charter  41  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts:  We  are  eligible 

for  funds  under  the  Urban  Planning  Assistance  Program  for 
which  the  Federal  Government  will  pay  % of  the  cost  of  a com- 
prehensive Development  Plan  (Master  Plan).  Therefore,  we 
recommend  that  the  town  implement  its  right  to  such  Federal 
assistance  as  over  50%  of  the  communities  under  50,000  popula- 
tion within  this  state  have  already  done.  This  plan  should  include : 

I  A Community  Inventory 

(a)  Base  maps 

(b)  Land  use  study 

II  Development  Studies 

(a)  Future  Land  Use 

(b)  Municipal  Utilities 

III  Effectuation 

(a)  Capital  budget  program 

(b)  Generalized  economic  development  pro- 

gram 
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Our  ultimate  goal  should  be  to  establish  a town  water  system 
either  independently  or  in  conjunction  with  a neighboring  town 
or  towns.  We  intend  to: 

I  Further  study  or  substantiate  the  needs 

II  Determine  what  areas  should  be  served 

III  Study  ways  to  prevent  water  polution  within  the 

town 

IV  Continue  the  study  of  where  the  water  resources 

are  in  Berkley 

V  Explore  regional  opportunities. 

Local  funds  must  be  allocated  prior  to  a request  for  Federal 
fnnds.  Therefore,  we  respectfully  request  an  appropriation  of

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1965 

On  June  30,  1966  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project 
will  have  completed  its’  seventh  year  of  serving  Berkley  in  a 
year  round  effort  to  reduce  the  mosquito  annoyance  to  its  resi- 
dents and  guests.  The  past  year  has  presented  a number  of 
events  that  should  be  of  interest  to  all  Cities  and  Towns  enrolled 
in  this  program. 

(1)  A Pesticide  Board  recently  formed  makes  it  mandatory 
that  all  persons  spraying  or  applying  pesticides  to  the  land  of 
another  shall  be  licensed.  We  have  complied  with  this  and  at 
least  one  licensed  person  is  present  whenever  insecticides  are 
being  applied  by  this  Project. 

(2)  The  rules  and  regulations  of  this  Board  are  adhered 
to  and  all  recommendations  as  to  the  type  and  use  of  pesticides 
are  followed  in  the  public  as  well  as  wildlife  interests. 

(3)  In  1965  the  need  for  a cooperative  mosquito  control 
program  became  more  evident  with  the  inception  of  the  Essex 
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County  Mosquito  Control  Project  located  in  Beverly,  Mass.  A 
total  of  eight  projects  are  now  engaged  in  the  effort  to  make  the 
areas  of  everyday  living  and  the  abundance  of  recreational  areas 
in  their  respective  Counties  more  enjoyable  to  its’  residents,  and 
of  greater  importance,  participating  in  the  public  health  program 
against  Encephalitis  (sleeping  sickness).  The  latter  is  being 
done  through  the  medium  of  the  Encephalitis  Field  Station  now 
located  at  the  Lakeville  State  Hospital.  In  cooperating  with  this 
station  we  are  able  to  keep  well  informed  on  the  developments 
and  influx  of  the  mosquito  known  to  transmit  the  disease. 

During  the  past  year  in  Berkley  many  steps  were  taken  both 
in  emergency  and  permanent  measures  to  reduce  the  mosquito 
population. 

The  early  fall  found  our  crews  engaged  in  our  brook  and 
ditch  maintenance  program  and  1810  feet  were  cleared  of  de- 
bris and  brush  removed  from  the  banks  of  these  and  oihers  to 
prevent  further  blockage. 

When  the  winter  months  presented  the  opportunity,  ice 
covered  breeding  areas  were  dusted  with  insecticide  and  41  acres 
were  treated  in  this  manner.  To  supplement  this  program  areas 
found  to  be  breeding  upon  inspection  were  treated  with  No.  2 
fuel  oil  in  the  early  spring. 

The  summer  months  as  always  presented  our  greatest  prob- 
lem and  a residual  spray  of  insecticide  was  applied  to  the  foliage 
by  our  trucks  in  sections  that  were  most  troublesome,  and  when- 
ever a request  for  service  was  received  it  was;  complied  with  as 
soon  as  possible. 

All  storm-sewer  catch  basins  containing  water  were  treated 
periodically  to  control  a continual  summer  breeding  source. 

The  Project  tractor-trencher  was  instrumental  in  the  re- 
claiming of  1500  feet  of  ditch  to  allow  free  flowage  of  water 
from  areas  that  presented  mosquito  breeding  problems. 

We  ask  any  resident  who  has  a particular  problem  concern- 
ing mosquito  control  to  contact  the  Mosquito  Control  Project  and 
help  make  the  coming  year  a successful  one.

4.  COMMENT 

Since  taking  office  in  March  I have  spent  most  of  my  efforts 
collecting  old  Motor  Vehicle,  Poll  and  Personal  Property  Taxes. 
This  is  very  time  consuming  and  with  the  completion  of  this  year 
I hope  to  have  them  in  very  good  shape.  As  the  record  will  show 
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a lot  of  lost  revenue  results  from  not  collecting  these  taxes 
promtply  (death,  moving1  out  of  reach  of  my  office,  etc.). 

Real  Estate  Taxes  are  still  the  big  outstanding  amount  and 
although  the  town  has  collateral  in  these  taxes,  remaining  unpaid 
is  not  good  policy  for  the  town.  I plan  to  proceed  with  land 
taking  on  all  1963  or  older  Real  Estate  Taxes  this  spring.  Many 
residents  owe  several  years  and  this  must  be  eliminated  if  at  all 
possible. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  many  town  officers  who  have  co- 
operated and  helped  me  this  year.  Without  their  help  I would 
have  been  lost.  Co-operation  between  the  Collector,  Assessors 
and  Treasurer  serves  the  community  well  and  we  have  been  able 
to  do  this.  Also  I wish  to  thank  the  many  taxpayers  who  promptly 
pay  their  bills.  Most  of  the  time  in  this  office  is  spent  with 
delinquents  and  it  is  a task  that  requires  a great  deal  of  time. 
Prompt  payment  saves  the  town,  collector  and  taxpayer  a great 
deal  of  money.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  the  first  grade. 


Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present 
a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his  physician  that 
vaccination  is  inadvisable.. 


Non-School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are  unable 
to  run,  a no-school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Station 
WSAR,  Fall  River,  Radio  Station  WPEP,  Taunton,  Radio  Station 
WPRO,  Providence  and  Radio  Station  WARA,  Attleboro.  Par- 
ents are  urged  to  use  their  own  judgment  about  sending  their 
children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school  is  in 
session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  advisable. 


Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupils 
residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more 
than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils  living  at 
lesser  distances  along  the  established  routes  are  transported  if 
the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time 
it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of  those  living 
under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity 
with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who 
will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following  January 
first.  There  will  be  no  exception  to  this  ruling.  Registration 
must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in  September.

We  were  very  fortunate  in  June  losing  only  one  member  of 
our  full  time  faculty.  Miss  Janet  MacBeth  left  to  teach  in  an- 
other town.  Mrs.  Madelyn  Moynihan,  a graduate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Massachusetts,  was  hired  to  teach  grade  five.  Mrs.  Moyni- 
han did  her  practice  teaching  and  some  substitute  work  in  the 
greater  Lawrence  Area. 

Several  part-time  supervisors  left  us  to  teach  in  other  towns 
in  Massachusetts  or  work  elsewhere.  Miss  Kaaren  Harrington 
was  hired  to  teach  girls’  physical  education  in  place  of  Miss  Mau- 
reen Shanahan.  Miss  Harrington  formerly  taught  in  Providence. 
Mr.  John  Masciarelli  is  the  new  boys’  physical  education  teacher 
replacing  Mr.  Horner.  Mr.  Masciarelli  is  a graduate  of  Boston 
University.  Mr.  Lester  Silva  took  Mr.  Spillane’s  place  as  instru- 
mental music  teacher.  Mr.  Silva  is  a graduate  of  Boston  Conserva- 
tory of  Music  and  has  done  practice  teaching  in  Seekonk.  Miss 
Clare  Driscoll  replaced  Mrs.  Brandes  as  elementary  music  super- 
visor but  unfortunately  found  commuting  from  Milton,  Massachu- 
setts too  difficult  and  due  to  circumstances  at  home  found  she 
could  not  be  away  from  home  at  night.  We  hope  to  fill  this  va- 
cancy soon.  We  have  an  excellent  faculty  who  are  well  prepared 
to  teach  and  interested  in  seeing  our  school  system  progress. 

Finances 

The  budget  for  1966  shows  an  increase  of  $2,958.00.  This 
is  a very  low  increase  and  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  a de- 
crease in  the  number  of  pupils  attending  high  school  at  the 
present  time.  The  decrease  in  tuition  amounts  to  $6,242.00. 

The  increases  are  in  transportation  $2,700.00  due  to  the 
increase  in  the  operation  of  late  busses  and  increased  private 
school  transportation  costs.  The  largest  increase  is  in  teachers’ 
salaries.  The  increase  of  $6,504.00  is  due  to  the  increase  in  the 
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minimum  salary  for  teachers  as  set  up  by  the  State  Legislature 
effective  n September  of  1965.  The  percent  of  increase  in  the 
budget  is  1.4%. 

Buildings 

The  Elementary  School  Building  account  has  been  completed. 
It  was  held  open  longer  than  we  anticipated  so  that  we  could  in- 
stall primary  metering  at  the  school.  Mr.  Thomas  Nelson  assisted 
the  Building  Committee  in  planning  this  change.  The  change 
should  result  in  a substantial  saving  in  light  bills.  The  Junior 
High  School  is  in  good  repair.  The  outside  trim  and  windows  will 
have  to  be  painted  this  year.  Classrooms  were  painted  by  Mr. 
Majcher  last  summer. 

Our  buildings  are  rapidly  reaching  capacity.  Any  great  in- 
crease in  the  enrollment  at  the  Elementary  School  will  necessitate 
the  moving  of  a classroom  to  the  Junior  High  School.  This  will 
cause  a crowding  and  possibly  eliminate  some  extra-curricula 
activities  as  well  as  some  classes. 

PROGRAM 

Our  program  is  quite  well  explained  in  the  principal’s  report. 
We  are  continuing  to  improve  and  modernize  our  curriculum  as 
new  methods  are  proving  satisfactory.  Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith, 
Elementary  Supervisor  and  the  department  heads  at  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  are  continuing  their  work  with 
the  classroom  teachers  so  that  we  may  coordinate  our  curriculum 
with  the  other  schools  in  the  area. 

Future 

Berkley  is  still  faced  with  the  problem  of  a high  school.  The 
agreement  with  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  School  District  is 
indefinite  but  will  last  until  that  school  is  too  crowded  to  take 
Berkley  pupils.  Tuition  rates  are  increasing  as  are  the  number 
of  pupils  planning  to  go  to  high  school'  in  the  future.  Costs  will 
rise  in  this  area  in  the  next  two  to  three  years. 

Berkley  voters  will  have  an  opportunity  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  to  vote  on  an  article  requesting  that  a Committee  be  ap- 
pointed to  study  the  possibility  of  forming  an  area  regional  voca- 
tional high  school  with  such  towns  as  Dighton,  Rehoboth,  Seekonk, 
Raynham,  Bridgewater,  Middleboro  and  the  City  of  Taunton. 
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While  this  would  not  settle  all  of  Berkley’s  high  school  problem 
it  would  give  Berkley  a share  in  some  secondary  school  program  if 
it  could  be  worked  out  successfully.  This  school  if  established 
could  teach  some  ten  to  twelve  trades. 

The  Elementary  School  proved  to  be  a very  valuable  addition 
and  has  been  greatly  appreciated.  However,  as  previously  stated 
any  unusual  increase  in  enrollment  could  leave  us  without  ade- 
quate space.  Enrollment  figures  in  Berkley  have  not  changed 
rapidly  and  as  long  as  this  condition  exists  we  will  be  able  to 
handle  the  students  with  the  rooms  we  now  have.  The  citizens  of 
Berkley  should  keep  in  mind  that  the  day  may  not  be  too  far  off 
when  they  will  have  to  embark  on  some  type  of  a school  building 
program. 

Conclusion 

At  this  point  I join  Mr.  Fleming  in  thanking  all  civic  organiza- 
tions who  have  helped  us  in  any  way  this  year. 

I wish  to  thank  the  faculty,  cafeteria  workers  and  the  cus- 
todians for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Anita 
Maciejowski,  school  nurse,  has  been  very  busy  this  past  year  and 
we  have  not  had  a resident  school  physician  available  at  all  times. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  J.  Gerald  Fleming 
for  his  continued  cooperation  in  developing  good  schools  in  Berk- 
ley. 

Our  School  Committee  has  had  difficult  times  this  year  due 
to  illness  and  a change  of  employment  by  one  member.  However, 
I wish  to  thank  them  for  their  cooperation  and  a special  thanks 
to  Mrs.  Aguas  who  has  served  as  acting  chairman  as  well  as  sec- 
retary for  several  meetings. 

Parents  should  feel  free  to  visit  school  at  any  time  and  we 
welcome  your  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

I herewith  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Berkley  Public  Schools. 

Once  again  this  year  I will  attempt  to  report  to  you  on  each 
school  individually  and  then  generalize  on  areas  common  to  both 
schools. 

Elementary  School 

Our  classroom  organizational  plan  changed  this  year  as  a 
result  of  the  number  of  students  in  each  grade.  The  largest  first 
grade  to  enroll  here — 48 — began  the  school  year  in  September. 
This,  of  course,  necessitated  the  use  of  two  first  grade  rooms. 

The  second  and  third  grades,  however,  were  at  that  point 
where  there  were  too  many  for  one  room  and  not  enough  for  two 
rooms  per  grade. 

This  was  resolved,  after  much  consideration,  by  having  one 
second,  one  third,  and  a combination  second  and  third  grade  room. 

Two  fourth  grades  and  two  fifth  grades  complete  the  utiliza- 
tion of  all  available  space  in  the  elementary  school. 

Our  overall  increase  in  students,  comparing  September  with 
June,  was  25 — or  about  one  classroom.  They  were  spread  around 
enough,  though,  so  that  extreme  pressure  was  not  exerted  on  any 
one  room  or  grade. 

Only  because  of  this  factor  were  we  able  to  prevent  placing 
one  of  the  fifth  grade  rooms  at  the  junior  high  school  as  was  once 
a considered  possibility. 


Curriculum 

The  so-called  “modern  math”,  which  is  merely  a new  ap- 
proach to  conventional  mathmatics,  continues  to  be  taught  in  all 
eight  grades.  One  change  this  year  was  the  institution  of  the 
Addison-Wesley  series  in  one  fourth  grade  to  provide  a suitable 
comparison  with  the  S.M.S.G.  series  which  we  have  been  using  in 
the  fourth  grade. 
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We  continue  to  glean  good  results  from  our  phonetic  reading 
program  and  favor  its  continuation  as  a supplement  to  the  basal 
reading  program.  Through  this  method,  children  are  able  to 
attack  each  word  and  sound  it  out  rather  than  learning  from  sight 
only. 

New  text  books  have  been  purchased  where  necessary  to  re- 
place outdated  editions. 

Unfortunately,  our  vocal  music  supervisor  who  was  hired  in 
September,  chose  to  resign  after  one  month.  Classroom  teachers 
have  been  carrying  on  the  program  since  the  beginning  of  Oc- 
tober. 

The  instrumental  music  program  is  functioning  well  under 
Mr.  Lester  Silva.  This  year,  after  many  years  of  service  from  the 
John  Coffey  Co.,  musical  instruments  were  rented  from  the 
Charles  Bean  Co.,  which  opened  a new  branch  in  Taunton. 

Library 

Our  school  library  is  growing  rapidly  and  is  used  weekly  by 
all  students.  If  we  can  continue  to  purchase  new  books  annually 
as  we  have  the  past  few  years,  we  will  have  a good-size  elementary 
school  library. 

A welcome  addition  to  our  library  this  year  was  the  gift  of  a 
complete  40-year  set  of  the  National  Geographic  Magazine  from 
Mrs.  Harry  Hathaway.  The  school  committee  had  these  beauti- 
fully bound  and  they  are  now  available  for  students  of  both 
schools. 

Volunteer  workers  from  the  P.T.A.  staff  the  library  for  one 
hour  each  day,  affording  each  child  the  opportunity  for  a weekly 
visit. 

Testing 

Each  child  is  given  an  achievement  test  yearly  by  which  the 
school  is  able  to  measure  his  educational  growth.  These  tests  are 
administered  and  scored  by  the  classroom  teachers  toward  the 
end  of  each  school  year. 

In  addition  to  achievement  tests,  group  intelligence  tests  are 
administered  by  the  principal  to  pupils  of  grades  one,  three,  and 
five. 

This  year  we  have  secured  the  services  of  an  outside  school 
psychologist  who  will  administer  individual  intelligence  tests  to 
students  referred  to  him  by  the  administration. 
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Hot  Lunch  Program 

Under  the  capable  direction  of  Mrs.  Adella  Viveiros,  the 
school  lunch  program  has  operated  very  well  this  year.  Mrs. 
Viveiros  attended  a week-long  conference  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  last  summer  and  brought  back  many  good  and  use- 
ful ideas. 

The  student  participation  remains  about  75%  of  our  ele- 
mentary school  population.  This  was  considered  excellent  by  the 
state  supervisor  who  visited  in  the  fall,  as  was  the  entire  program. 

Mrs.  Mary  Fernandes,  who  was  a member  of  the  cafeteria 
staff  since,  its  opening,  left  on  a medical  leave  of  absence  in  No- 
vember and  has  been  replaced  by  Mrs.  Charlotte  Bowley.  Mrs. 
Bowley  has  remained  on  the  substitute  list  since  her  prior  full-time 
service. 

Administration 

Administering  two  schools  is  without  a doubt,  a great  chal- 
lenge. As  both  schools  grow  and  schedules  and  personnel  change, 
the  place  of  the  administration  becomes  more  vital. 

As  we  change  programs  with  the  child  in  mind,  each  decision 
becomes  more  complex.  One  could  not  fail  to  feel  the  responsibil- 
ity which  goes  with  providing  the  best  possible  education  for 
over  300  students. 

The  contemplated  change  of  hours  at  the  junior  high  school, 
which  will  go  into  effect  in  January,  will  add  another  chapter  to 
the  administrative  book  of  the  principal. 

As  education  progresses,  so  too  does  the  task  of  adminis- 
tering it. 

Junior  High  School 

Two  major  changes  have  taken  place  in  our  junior  high 
school  this  year.  Primarily,  the  change  of  hours  which  will  have 
a trial  period  starting  in  January,  and  secondly,  the  physical 
make-up  of  our  Opportunity  Class. 

The  change  of  hours,  which  will  be  from  7:45  A.M.  to  1:35 
P.M.,  is  undertaken  after  months  of  study  and  discussion.  Many 
benefits  should  be  forthcoming  from  the  change,  such  as  more 
opportunity  for  makeup  and  individual  help  after  school,  trans- 
portation home  after  extra-curricular  activities,  and  an  earlier 
arrival  time  at  home  for  elementary  pupils.  The  usefulness  of 
the  change  cannot  be  evaluated  until  it  has  had  a proper  trial, 
nevertheless. 
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Regarding  the  Opportunity  Class,  a union -wide  system  has 
been  established  whereby  students  are  placed  with  others  of  the 
same  or  near  chronological  age.  Primary  grade  children  from 
the  three  towns  attend  class  in  Dighton,  intermediate  grade  chil- 
dren attended  in  Rehoboth,  and  junior  high  grade  children  attend 
school  here. 

Curriculum 

Junior  high  students  follow  a full  subject-oriented  course  of 
study  in  seven  45-minute  periods  each  day.  The  major  areas  of 
English,  Reading,  Math,  Science,  Social  Studies,  and  Foreign 
Language  are  covered  four  or  five  periods  a week. 

Industrial  Arts,  Home  Economics,  and  Physical  Education 
classes  meet  twice  a week  and  pupils  meet  with  the  art  teacher 
once  a week. 

Since  the  departure  of  the  music  supervisor,  no  vocal  music 
classes  have  been  held  in  the  junior  high.  These  periods  have 
been  utilized  either  in  class  meetings  or  study  periods. 

Guidance  counseling  is  offered  to  eighth  grade  pupils  by  a 
member  of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  Guidance 
department  and  the  principal. 

In  January,  our  junior  high  students  will  participate  in  the 
makeup  of  a new  reading  test  in  cooperation  with  Ohio  State 
University  and  the  U.S.  Office  of  Education.  When  results  are 
received,  it  will  give  us  some  idea  of  where  we  stand  in  relation 
to  other  parts  of  the  country  on  a new  test. 

Meetings  are  held  periodically  with  high  school  department 
heads  and  faculties  of  the  other  junior  high  schools  as  we  at- 
tempt to  align  our  curriculum  with  the  other  two  towns  feeding 
Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

Testing 

All  testing  done  at  the  junior  high  school  is  part  of  a pre- 
determined system  which  is  followed  at  the  high  school.  By 
using  the  same  series  of  tests  it  is  possible  to  measure  the  educa- 
tional growth  of  the  students  right  through  the  six  years. 

Intelligence  tests,  also,  follow  the  same  pattern  as  those  used 
in  the  high  school. 
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Library 

Mrs,  Craven  the  town  librarian,  should  be  acknowledged  for 
her  patience  and  cooperation  in  fitting  the  town  library  schedule 
to  meet  the  needs  of  our  junior  high  students. 

During  my  tenure  here,  Mrs.  Craven  has  always  been  most 
helpful  in  securing  books  and  setting  hours  in  the  interests  of 
the  school  children.  To  Mrs.  Craven  and  the  library  trustees, 
we  are  most  appreciative. 

Hot  Lunch  Program 

The  students  at  the  junior  high  school  take  the  best  possible 
advantage  of  the  hot  lunch  program.  Over  90  % of  the  students 
at  this  school  purchase  a hot  lunch  daily. 

The  practice  of  preparing  food  at  the  elementary  school  and 
serving  it  hot  at  the  junior  high  continues  to  work  well.  Mrs. 
Julia  Hackney  is  in  charge  of  this  phase  of  the  program  and  she 
is  capably  assisted  by  eighth  grade  girls. 


Extra-Curricular 

The  junior  high  school  has  many  extra-curricular  activities 
as  we  attempt  to  prepare  our  youngsters  for  high  school. 

Athletic  contests  for  both  boys  and  girls  and  cheerleading  for 
the  girls  are  of  much  concern  to  the  pupils.  We  are  indebted  to  the 
faculty  members  who  give  freely  of  their  time  and  talents  to 
assist  the  pupils.  Mr.  Richmond  and  Mr.  Canuel  coach  basketball; 
Mr.  Cardoza,  baseball;  Miss  Dunlap  and  Miss  Gamache  of  the 
elementary  faculty  coached  softball;  and  Miss  Dunlap  worked 
with  the  cheerleaders. 


General 

The  school  savings  plan,  which  I mentioned  in  last  year’s 
report,  is  functioning  satisfactorily  through  the  facilities  of  the 
Taunton  Savings  Bank.  This  program  helps  the  pupil  learn  that 
“a  penny  saved  is  a penny  earned”. 

Many  of  the  practices  which  have  proven  valuable  over  the 
years  at  both  schools  are,  of  course,  being  continued. 

This  would  include  the  use  of  educational  television  in  the 
elementary  grades,  assembly  programs,  educational  field  trips  and 
the  aforementioned  athletic  contests.

Various  subjects  are  supplemented  at  different  grade  levels 
through  the  use  of  educational  TV.  This  includes  art,  music, 
science,  language,  field  trips  and  French.  I would  feel,  however, 
that  less  emphasis  could  be  placed  on  French  without  hurting  our 
program. 

Elementary  school  assemblies  are  scheduled  four  times  a 
year  in  addition  to  the  annual  spring  festival  of  song.  Through 
this  system,  each  child  participates  in  two  assemblies  a year  plus 
the  spring  concert. 

Educational  field  trips  are  taken  by  all  children  through  the 
cooperation  and  generosity  of  Mr.  Clarence  Trenouth.  This  year, 
all  classes,  including  the  junior  high,  will  take  their  trips  in  the 
spring. 

Many  fire  drills  have  been  held  this  year  through  the  efforts 
of  the  new  fire  chief,  Francis  Fournier,  and  the  principal.  In 
addition  to  the  annual  fire  prevention  week  drill  with  the  fire 
department,  monthly  drills  were  held,  and  spot  drills  were  called 
by  the  chief  or  myself. 

Once  again  the  members  of  the  Berkley  Police  Association 
were  extremely  generous  in  providing  funds  for  a Christmas 
party  for  the  youth  of  the  town.  In  addition  to  classroom  parties 
including  all  the  ingredients,  each  child  takes  home  a gift  purchased 
from  these  funds. 

The  P.T.A.  continues  to  prosper,  although  it  could  be  better 
attended.  If  more  parents  could  see  the  wisdom  of  attendance 
at  meetings  and  participation  in  fund-raising  activities,  their  chil- 
dren would  be  the  beneficiaries. 

Last  year’s  project,  under  the  presidency  of  Mrs.  Robert 
Shepard,  was  the  purchase  of  25  choir  robes  for  our  junior  high 
glee  club. 

This  year,  with  A.  Marshall  Walker  as  president,  pianos  at 
both  schools  were  tuned  with  other  projects  planned  for  the 
spring. 

Parent-teacher  conferences  will  be  initiated  in  January  at 
the  elementary  school  in  an  effort  to  allow  parents  a mid-year 
opportunity  to  discuss  privately  their  child’s  progress  with  his 
teacher. 

Our  school  nurse,  Mrs.  Maciejowski,  has  been  extremely  busy 
this  year  checking  on  student  health  problems.  Parents  should 
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be  aware  that,  especially  during  the  winter  months,  their  children 
are  exposed  to  nuisance  diseases  such  as  pediculi.  Unfortunately, 
we  have  had  too  many  occurences  of  this  disease  this  year.  When 
it  occurs,  we  have  only  one  recourse — the  exclusion  of  the  child 
from  school. 

Our  custodians,  Mr.  Richard  Babbitt  at  the  elementary 
school,  and  Mr.  Tedfield  Majcher  at  the  junior  high  have  done  an 
excellent  job  in  keeping  our  schools  in  top  shape. 

In  addition  to  maintaining  the  school  in  a spotless  condition, 
Mr.  Babbitt  has  worked  unceasingly  to  keep  the  vast  area  around 
the  new  school  looking  good.  I feel  he  has  provided  an  area  of 
which  anyone  could  be  proud. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  may  I express  my  sincere  gratitude  to  you,  Mr. 
Roy,  for  your  cooperation  and  confidence  this  year  as  in  the 
past. 

We  appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  school  committee,  who 
operated  for  a good  portion  of  the  year  as  a two-member  board. 

The  faculties  of  both  schools  have  again  been  most  faithful 
to  their  duties  and  many  of  them  have  taken  courses  to  keep 
abreast  of  new  developments  in  education. 

We  once  again  invite  the  parents  to  come  to  school  at  any 
time  to  discuss  their  child’s  progress  with  the  teachers  and 
myself. 

It  is  always  gratifying  to  enroll  students  from  other  areas, 
or  nearby  cities,  and  have  the  parents  comment  on  how  far  ad- 
vanced the  schools  of  Berkley  really  are.  We  here  at  school  are 
both  aware  and  proud  of  this  fact. 

To  this  end  we  dedicate  ourselves.

INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC  REPORT 

To  the  superintendent  and  the  School  Committee  of  Berkley: 

I herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  In- 
strumental Music,  for  the  year  1965. 

On  September  22,  1965,  the  students  attending  the  fourth 
and  fifth  grades  of  the  Berkley  Elementary  School  were  exposed 
to  an  instrumental  demonstration.  This  demonstration  consisted 
of  exhibiting  to  the  students  the  numerous  instruments  of  the 
band.  From  this,  those  students  who  were  interested  in  joining 
the  instrumental  program  together  with  their  parents  were  con- 
tacted by  a member  of  the  music  company  which  gave  the  demon- 
stration. 

This  instrumental  demonstration  was  also  performed  for  the 
Parent  Teacher’s  Association  at  its  first  meeting  of  the  school 
year. 

There  are  presently,  twenty-three  students  attending  the 
Berkley  Public  Schools  who  are  active  in  this  instrumental  pro- 
gram. All  students  are  required  to  take  lessons  at  no  expense 
to  the  individual  student;  and  all  students,  after  one  year  of 
lessons,  are  required  to  attend  a weekly  band  rehearsal.  I trans- 
port those  students  in  the  fifth  grade,  who  have  had  one  year  of 
lessons,  to  and  from  the  junior  high  school  for  this  ensemble 
meeting. 

It  will  be  my  endeavor  in  the  remainder  of  the  school  year 
to  securely  build  a foundation  for  the  instrumental  program  in 
Berkley.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

As  school  nurse  of  the  Berkley  Public  Schools,  I herewith  sub- 
mit my  64-65  school-year  health  report. 

Appraising  Student  Health 

Screening  tests  as  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  Massachu- 
setts State  Department  of  Public  Health  have  been  completed  as 
follows: 

Heights  and  weights  on  a total  of  304  students  have  been 
recorded  on  the  individual  cumulative  health  records.  Growth 
patterns  were  discussed  with  each  student. 

The  Titmus  Optical  Tester  was  used  to  test  the  vision  of  302 
students.  Out  of  31  students  who  were  retested,  a total  of  21 
students  showed  need  for  further  examination  and  parents  of 
these  students  were  notified. 

The  Maico  audiometer  was  borrowed  from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  298  students  screened.  Ten 
students  showed  evidence  of  hearing  difficulties  and  parents  of 
these  students  were  notified.  The  Lions  Club  of  Berkley  invited 
the  school  nurse  to  be  a,  guest  speaker  at  one  of  their  meetings 
and  because  of  their  sincere  interest  in  the  health  and  welfare 
of  the  youth  in  the  community,  they  considered  purchasing  an 
audiometer  for  future  use  in  the  Berkley  Public  Schools. 

Periodic  spot-checking  of  students  for  personal  cleanliness 
was  conducted  and  students  found  with  any  evidence  of  nuisance 
diseases  were  excused  from  classes  immediately. 

A total  of  227  physical  examinations  were  performed  by  Dr. 
Alan  Poole.  Although,  parents  were  invited  to  observe  these 
examinations,  only  seven  parents  availed  themselves  of  this  op- 
portunity. Referral  slips  were  sent  to  parents  of  students  who 
showed  evidence  of  cardiac  conditions,  abnormal  throat  condi- 
tions or  need  of  dental  attention. 
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Health  Counseling 

Fourteen  home  visits  were  made  and  parent- teacher-nurse 
conferences  were  held  concerning  appraisal  findings  on  students 
who  showed  need  for  further  health  study. 

Individual  conferences  were  held  with  all  eighth  grade  stu- 
dents to  review  their  health  status  and  afford  them  the  opportun- 
ity to  discuss  any  health  or  emotional  problem  with  the  school 
nurse. 

Health  Education 

Formal  and  informal  health  teaching;  use  of  audio-visual  aids; 
interpretation  of  health  bulletins;  performance  of  health  surveys; 
and  distribution  of  health  literature  comprised  our  health  educa- 
tional program. 

Dental  kits  consisting  of  tooth  paste,  toothbrush  and  experi- 
mental tablets  were  distributed  to  all  third  graders. 

Mother-daughter  programs  were  continued  with  good  at- 
tendance. 

Student  smoking  surveys  and  anti-smoking  campaigns  have 
been  conducted  with  continued  interest  because  of  the  number 
of  students  at  the  junior  high  school  level  who  have  shown  ten- 
dencies towards  the  smoking  habit. 

Other  health  educational  programs  included  subjects  such 
as  the  Common  Cold,  Importance  of  Immunizations,  Dental  Care, 
Physical  Fitness,  First  Aid  Procedures,  and  Introduction  of  First 
Graders  to  a Healthful  Home  and  School  Environment. 

Prevention  and  Control  of  Disease 

School  health  policies  have  been  established  whereby  students, 
showing  symptons  suggesting  a communicable  disease,  were  iso- 
lated in  the  health  room  until  such  time  as  the  parents  could 
assume  their  responsibility  of  transporting  the  sick  child  home. 

A pamphlet  entitled  WHAT  TEACHER  SEES  was  distributed 
to  the  teachers  to  alert  them  to  the  first  signs  and  symptoms  of 
sick  students. 

Since  immunization  programs  are  the  function  and  respon- 
sibility of  the  Board  of  Health  Department  and  not  of  the 
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School  Department,  the  school  nurse  met  with  the  selectmen  of 
the  community  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  setting-  up  more  active 
immunization  and  health  programs  in  Berkley.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  FOR  1965 

The  Berkley  Finance  Committee  has  held  during  the  year 
nine  meetings.  At  each  of  these  meetings  we  have  considered 
carefully  all  items  concerning  expenditures  and  financial  requests 
of  departments  as  presented.  Economy  has  at  all  times  been 
encouraged,  and  excessive  spending  in  any  area  has  been  strongly 
criticized. 

It  would  appear  that  the  tax  situation  in  the  near  future  is 
not  encouraging  and  that  the  town  electorate  should  consider 
candidates  and  expenditures  on  the  basis  of  qualifications  and 
merit  rather  than  on  the  basis  of  personality  or  prejudices.
